•Can- brings information from the Tu- 
Tcon as far down as Nuiato, Tanana, 
Rampart and Koyukuk. 


At Tanana, Carr observed from 100 to 


150 men going down the river in. small 
Tjoats. They were coming from. Daw- 
son and other points. The transporta 


companies were taking down 2000 


to 2500 men every trip ot their steamers. 
There were estimated to be 1500 men 
up the Koyukuk, 1250 of whom would 
go down the river to Cape Nome and 
St. Michaels. 


In the vicinity of Tanana and on the 


Koyukuk, men were scampering- to set 
away. Fifty-two steamers w- re quar- 
tered up the Tanana last winter. 


This spring vessels sold as low as 


$100 
each about the Tanana and Ko- 


yukuk rivers. Carr reports one outfit 
that cost $18,000 selling as low as $1500 
at Rampurt City. This was the steam- 
er Salte Ste Marie, belonging to a 
Michigan party. With it went a saw- 
mill and a complete electric light plant.

T. E. Twining:, Dr. G. "W. Clark, Dr. G. 
B. Graham and Alex. Gordon. 


The afternoon began with a continu- 


ation of Mr. TwJnlng's discussion of 
.he infectious nature of the milk of tu- 
berculous cows. 
Careful and repeated 


experiments have shown, he said, In at 
east 35 cases out of 100, milk from cat- 


even slightly affected will produce 


he- disease when given to animals sus- 
ceptible to it. 
He gave several spe- 


cific instances in which families con- 
racted the disease from use oC milk, 
and explained in detail the mode of 


Kperimentmg upon small animals, as 
he guinea pig. 
Tests, he said, had 


ihown that 4 per cent of the butter 
llsplayed for sale in Berlin contained 
:isease'germs. 
In the matter o£ enforcing a system 
f dairy inspection to isolate ami ex- 
crminate tuberculous animals in this 
ounty, Mr. Twining: 
showed that 


ie law passed by the Legislature last 
larch provided for such inspection 


he had been assured by lofral ad- 


ice that it could be carried o;:t by 
ounty veterinarians. 
He had corre- 


ponded with county dairy inspectors 
f Los Angeles, Oakland and other 
ities, who had Informed him that they 
ad not been subject to damage suits 
vhen they destroyed diseased animals 
:t the owners' expense. 
Dr. Q. F. Clark, a veterinarian ot.the 
Id school, read a paper controverting 
many 
of 
Mr. • Twining's

ments. 
Tuberculosis, he thought, was 


ot near so prevalent as some people 
bought, not over 5 per cent being af- 
ected with it. 
It only existed in lo- 


casea, not being: epidemic. 
Dr. 


Olark thouRht the tuberculin test dan- 
gerous, but knew no other method of 
[electing the disease In Us incipient 
tases '"Wait till it comes in epidemic 
onn and then fight it," he said. 
In replying 
Mr. 
Twining show- 


ed that no emphatic statements in re- 
gard to the prevalence of the disease 
could be made because of the want of 
teneral statistics, but wherever they 
iave been taken they show that from 


to 20 p*r cent of the cattle are in- 


fected. 
That the tuberculin test was 


not dangerous to healthy cows, he 
bought could not be seriously ques- 
ioned. He explained fully the method 


preparing tuberculin. 
In regard to 


}r. Clark's statement that consump- 
ion has always existed mid always 
vill, he said that it always has ex- 
stea, but that it is the confident hope 
of medical science to suppress this 
dreaded disease by means of isolation, 


Dr. Graham was called on to state 


what he had done In inspecting- cattle 
n this county.

four incorrigible convicts—Ira Marlatt, 
Otis Hurley, John O'Nell and John At- 
kinson—In the Ohio state prison have 
been placed Jn a steel cage which has 
just been completed for their special 
benefit.
